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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a first action on the merits of application Serial No. 10/524,799, 
filed August 26, 2005. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in the United Kingdom on February 26, 2003. It is noted, however, 
there is no copy of a certified copy of the UK application in the file. Copies of the 
Australian applications are in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Information Disclosure Statements filed August 
26, 2005 and July 9, 2007. The cited documents have been considered. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because they fails to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(1) 
and 1.84(p)(3). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
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replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 2, the use of both "including" and "consists 
of renders the claim indefinite. The term "including" implies that other elements could 
be present while "consists of implies that only the recited elements are present. The 
conflict between these terms makes the intended scope of the claim unclear. In claim 3, 
the intended meaning of the expression "may be forced" is not clear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Moo('233). Moo discloses a torque transmission mechanism comprising an outer body 
having an inner surface 28, an inner body 30 having an outer surface 32, rollers 36, and 
cam surfaces (on the outer surface 32). One of the rollers is larger than at least one 
other roller and is in the recess defined by inner surface 28 and "jog" 38. The wall is 
thickest at the recess, excluding the effect of the recess. Because of their differing 
sizes, the rollers will not become forcibly engaged simultaneously. Moo discloses the 
rollers can be balls, i.e. they can be spherical. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brenning('802). Brenning discloses a tool including a one-way torque transmission 
15,21 in a head thereof for imparting torque from a driving element to drive element 19 
of the tool and an attachment portion 7 for attachment of a drive element of another tool 
so as to impart torque to the drive element 19.

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Krivec('176). 
Krivec discloses a torque transmission having an outer body 13, an inner body 25, and 
a mechanism 29, 40, 41 for controlling relative rotation of the inner and outer bodies. A 
cover 20 is provided and includes a seal 23 to isolate the mechanism from the exterior. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Colucci(739). 
In Fig. 20, Colucci shows a transmission comprising an outer body 99, and inner body 
80 with cam surfaces, and a plurality of rollers 94, 96. At least one of the rollers 94 is 
larger than at least one other roller 96. The rollers do not all become forcibly engaged 
between the inner and outer bodies simultaneously. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Moo('233) 
in view of Chase et al.('049). Moo does not specify that the torque transmission 
mechanism is for use as a tool. In view of Chase et al., however, it would have been 
obvious to use the one-way clutch in Moo to drive the drive element of a tool since this 
is a known use for transmission mechanisms of this type.
